TWO “PLATFORMS. 

The platforms of parties which | have 
gained a certain degree of power in the 
country seldom have fhnch precision or 
force in their statements of principle. They 
are made rather to‘keep than ‘to gain votes, 
and are significant rather. in what they do 
not contain.than in what they do... It is 
only when . the ‘authors of these 
monotonous documents come’ to. sum 
up; -the faults of their opponents, 
that they throw much ‘vigor into. their utter- 
ances, Then they *‘‘ denounce’’ and ‘* pro- 
test,” and ‘‘arraign” with a happy freedom 
from restraint that contrasts curiously with 
the careful vagueness and: the pretentious 
emptiness of the phrases in which they ex- 
press the views and intentions of their own 
party. The. time was that the Republican 
Party was not exposed to this kind of criti- 


‘cisth. It had a definite object, the restriction 


of slavery; it proposed to seek it by a defi- 
nite plan, the exclusion: of “slavery from 
the Territories. It announced this object ‘and 
this plan with clearness and earnestness, and 
appealed to some of the strongest gnd purest 
sentiments of’ the American nature to sup- 
port them. By this: sign the ‘Republicans 
won, as they did later, when they threw them- 
selves unreservedly into the. tremendous 
struggle for Union and liberty, and still 
again,.when they undertook to preserve the 
results of the warwhich they had largely 
prosecuted, But, of. late,the old-time sin- 
cerity' and straightforwartdness ‘are. not so 
obvious as they once were. The conventional 
timidity, evasiveness, and circumlocution 


appear only too often and too plainly.

Those who have been applying 
themselves. with so much energy to “.re- 
form.”’ our system of taxation ‘have laid 
great stress on the fact that so much capital, 
and personal property. have escaped assess- 

ment under the existing laws; but-..it would 
be well for them to inquire whether that fact 


‘has-not been the salvation’ of the State from.’ 


the consequences of the oppressive action 
which would have resulted from their rigid 
enforcement... Their efforts- tend to bring 
pressure to bear where it has been light in 
consequence” of evasion, and ‘where it ought: 
tobe light without the necessity of evasion. 

The fact that oppressive systems are in 
vogue elsewhere does not justify us in imi- 
tating them, but it would give us a great ad- 
vantage if we would devise one that was 
not oppressive, one that would secure 
all needed revenue bya process of draw- 
ing it imperceptibly. from the people in 


proportion to their, consumption and tse of - 


the products and appliances.of our industry 
and trade. Then capital and labor would 
come to us from every quarter in which they 
ate subject to oppression or are. at a disad- 
vantage, If, onthe other hand, we lay unnec- 
essary or unjust burdens upon them, we shall 
drive them to places where there is less op- 
pression. and greater advantages. *, Capital 
changes its residence easily, and a: slight 
difference in the profit derived from its use 
will induce it to seek a new home, A small 
tax on deposits in savings banks or the re 
ceipts” of.life' insurance companies in. this 
State. will have ‘a material effect. on their 
volume, so long as they can find the needed 
security and employment elsewhere without 
the exaction. ‘They may be largely driven off, 
or they may be simply discouraged and: re- 
stricted at home, and their coming to us 
from other quarters checked or stopped alto- 
gether. According to existing law in this 
State; the capital of non-residents employed 
heré ‘by themselves is liable to tax.' ‘The bill 
which awaits the Governor’s signature’and 
which has excited the fears of foreign bank- 
ere, makes it equally liable in the hands of 
agents .or managers. Apparently, there 
is; no greater injustice in the amend- 
ment. than in the. original law, but 


‘the fact seems. tobe thatthis capital has hith- 


erto -escaped personal taxation in common 
With that of residents’‘employed in the same 
way. So far as foreign banks /are concerned, 
the supposition is that they ‘have their. bur-

amounted to £12,500,000. The Conserva- 


tive Government, though enabled at first to 
continue this reduction, through the surplus 
left them by the Liberals,’ spent in'the five 
years they were in office £88,828,231 more 
than, was spent in the five years of 
Liberal Government, increased taxation 
at an average rate of £1,401,000 annually, 
and still did not pay their way. Thus 
the first year of the new Ministry begins 
with s larger debt, a heavy deficit, increased 
taxation, and a sinking fund ‘under suspen- 
sion and in arrears. The brighter look of 
the. revenue returns for the last month re- 
lieves, to some. extent, the dark. shadow 
which ‘now rests’ upon.the Exchequer. 
With the blessings of active trade and good 
crops, the new Chancellor may be able, 


.at the end of the year; to declare a surplus. 


There will still remain the oppressive burden 
of taxation; which the people demand ‘shall 


be lightened, for it will be impossible to] 


begin this work at once, in the face of debts 
and deficits unprovided for. The last.Par- 
liamient was.so ‘much taken up with Conti- 
nental meddling, with useless ware, and 
imperial. titles; that. it. found litle 
time for - useful work.
